How fast does a bullet travel? Tie 


hlgliest velocity e\er given to a cannon 
ball to 1.62G feet per second. This is 
equal to a mile in little more than 
three seconds, or nearly twenty miles 
a minute. 


A rtfle bnllet does not trtTW so fast 


as a cannon ball, the average rate be- 
ing 1.275 feet per second. This mat- 
ter of speed is tested 1» a »«ry Inter- 
esting way.
